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THE COUNTY OF LONDON OVERCROWDING SURVEY 


“SHE Metropolitan Borough Councils are much 
to be congratulated on a fine piece of work 
which they have carried out under the 
guidance of the L.C.C.—viz., the over- 
crowding survey of the County of London. The 

on this survey (a wonderful shillingsworth), 
which has just been published by the L.C.C., gives 
a clear conspectus of the housing situation in each 
borough, and in the county as a whole as regards 
overcrowding. 

In an admirably clear form prescribed by the 
Minister of Health under the 1935 Housing Act, 
figures are set out to show how many working- 
class families of the several sizes from one to 
thirteen persons live in dwellings of different 
capacities, The dwellings are graded according to 
the maximum number of persons they can accom- 
modate, under the national standard laid down in 
the Act, from the one-room-dwelling of less than 
50 sq. ft., which is reckoned as incapable of accom- 
modating even half a ‘“ person” (i.e., a child under 
ten), to the dwelling which may be occupied by 
thirteen persons. -The form is so devised that one 
can distinguish at a glance between overcrowded 
dwellings on the léft of a diagonal representing the 
national standard and the undercrowded dwellings 
on its right, while the distance of the figures from 
the diagonal indicates the intensity of the diver- 
gence from the standard. 

The national standard prescribes the maximum 
number of persons who may occupy a particular 
dwelling as the lesser of two numbers, the one 
dependent merely on the number of rooms (viz., two 
persons for one room, three for two, five for three, 
seven and a half for four, ten for five and two extra 
for each extra room); the other arrived at by 
adding up the number of persons allowed in rooms 
of different floor areas (viz., half a person in a room 
of 50 to 70 sq. ft., one in aroom of 70 to 90 sq. ft., one 
and a half in a room of 90 to 110 sq. ft., and two in 
any larger room, whatever its size). The. occupa- 
tion of a dwelling by more than this “ permitted 
number ”’ constitutes statutory overcrowding, which, 
from and after the ‘‘ appointed day,” which has yet 
to be fixed by the Minister of Health, will become 
a punishable offence, if the occupier has since that 
day refused suitable alternative accommodation. 

By careful organisation this survey was com- 
pleted in just over three months about a month ago. 
It embraces over one millior. working-class homes 
in 652,000 “ structurally separate houses.” Most 
of the overcrowded homes could be marked down 
as overcrowded without measurement of any 
rooms; but measurement was found necessary in 
about one-fifth of the houses. The aggregate of 
overcrowded families was found to be 70,953, 
representing about 9 per cent. of the population of 
the county and 7 per cent. of the number of homes 
surveyed. The corresponding percentages in the 
most overcrowded boroughs are 23.6 and 17.3 in 
Shoreditch; 21.7 and 14.9 in Bethnal Green ; 
20.5 and 15.3 in Finsbury; 19.7 and 15.5 in Step- 
ney ; 17.8 and 11.5 in Bermondsey ; 16.8 and 11 in 
Poplar. It is to be hoped that the worst cases will 
be dealt with first. There are 41,195 in which the 
excess over the permitted number is more than one 


person, and these include 25,892 in which the 
excess is more than one and a half persons. 

The worst overcrowding occurs in families of 
four to eight “ persons” in smalf com- 
monly one, two or three rooms on one of the floors 
of a tenemented house. According to a table in 
the report, only about 850 of the overcrowded 
homes consist of more than four rooms, the re- 
mainder being in round figures 9,000 one-roomers, 


33,500 two-roomers, 20,400 three-roomers, and 


7,000 four-roomers. : 

It is the duty of the L.C.C. to provide or find such 
number of dwellings for some of these overcrowded 
families as will suffice to secure the elimination of 
overcrowding for all of them. The number of 
houses they will have to provide will not be so 
large as if they were dealing with 70,953 families in 
a slum clearance scheme, where every dwelling has 
to be demolished. In a scheme for elimination of 
overcrowding, the houses not already included in a 


slum clearance scheme can be left standing; and’ 


when a family is moved out of a few rooms in a 
house, those rooms may with the co-operation of the 
landlord be used to eliminate overcrowding in 
another set of rooms in the same house. © 

The more the L.C.C. can secure the co-operation 
of landlords, the fewer new dwellings they will have 
to provide themselves. It may well be that 25,000 
to 30,000 new dwellings will suffica, but in any case 
the task is a very heavy one, and very difficult to 
work out, for an overcrowded family moved from 
its present dwelling is entitled to suitable alternative 
accommodation, which is defined in the Act as 
meaning a dwelling which the transferred family can 
occupy without overcrowding, and one which is not 
only suitable to the needs of the occupier and his 
family as respects security of tenure and proxi- 
mity to place of work, but also suitable in rent. 

Moreover, the Act requires that alternative 
accommodation provided by any local authority 
must be on the scale laid down for municipal re- 
housing in slum clearance schemes by section 37 
of the Housing Act of 1930, and not on the far lower 
scale commonly tolerated in private dwellings. 
Under that section, a family of four persons must 
be treated as requiring two bedrooms, and there 
must be three bedrooms for five. persons and four 
for seven ; and here “ person” means an individual 
of any age—there is no counting of a child under ten 
as half a person, nor ignoring children under one. 

What is wanted, if this great work is to be carried 
out successfully with the least possible delay, is 
close co-operation between housing societies and 
other philanthropic landlords who have dwellings 
that they can put at the disposal of the L.C.C. at 
low rents, the landlords in whose houses over- 
crowding exists, and the local authorities. It is to 
the advantage of the private landlords concerned 
to give the L.C.C. their most cordial co-operation, 
for they are themselves liable to prosecution if they 
do not take all steps in their power to prevent over- 
overcrowding. 

The L.C.C. are faced with enormous difficulties in 
this task of rehousing overcrowded families. We 
have no doubt that they will embark on it with 
energy and determination.

The Bill, as we have pointed 
out in articles upon it, includes many 
provisions taken from private Bills 
obtained by local authorities, and 
Lord Onslow expressed a wish that 
something in the nature of a Standing 
Committee might be set up to scrutinise 
and examine all the questions of public 
health and new clauses which might 
appear in private Bills, and the Lord 
Chancellor intimated that the greatest 
attention would be given to these 
suggestions. It is certainly of great 
im ce that the law relating to 
public health should be contained in 
Public General Acts, and in this con- 
nection we should like to know what 
will be the position as regards sections 
in private Bills which have become 
incorporated in public Acts, as it 
appears desirable that some means 
should be adopted by which they can 
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be led. 


In this connection it 
may noted that the Minister of 


Health, speaking at Tynemouth and 
North Shields on March 20, announced 


that it was hoped soon to introduce a 
Bill dealing with the law of Private 
Streets Works in which it would be 
proposed that in future these should 
be only one code based on the Private 
Street Works Act, 1892, but with 
some amendments indicated by ex- 
perience. This will be a welcome 
measure, as this Act is only adoptive, 
but its provisions marked an advance 
on those in the Public Health Act, 1875.

The 
County Council of Dumbarton have 
submitted attractive plans prepared 
by their own architect. They are for 
several schemes at different parts of 
the county, and show, we understand, 
an unusual freshness of treatment and 
design. The layout plans are arranged 
with recreational and ornamental 
spaces, and the houses are conveniently 


these centres is illustrated by the good 
work that is being done at Hamiltonhill 
Housing Scheme, Glasgow, where a 
social centre has been established for 
about eight years. An inspector of the 
Department reports that the centre 
caters admirably for the recreational, 
social and cultural needs of the tenants, 
and is very popular among them. The 
building comprises a hall capable of 
seating about 200 people, a billiards 
room, a ‘superintendent’s office, a 
kitchen and various other rooms used 
by male members for reading and by 
women members for ings. The 
Department point out that, with so 
many local authorities now realising the 
advantages of grouping their schemes, 
the provision of social centres has 
become a more feasible proposition, 
particularly as their cost may be 
charged to the local authority’s housing 
account. They add: “ Little imagina- 
tion is required to appreciate how such 
institutions appeal to people who have 
hitherto been denied the opportunity of 
enjoying social amenities, and how, 
under proper organisation, they foster 
communal life and beget a changed 
outlook on life among members.”

“IT visited a few days ago an estate 
where Belfast citizens have been able 
to buy their houses either outright or 
by weekly payments of 8s.

6d. over and above the 
original deposit of £10. This payment 
applied to an interest-bearing loan 
secures a reduction of Id. each week, 
and larger payments secure propor- 
tionate reductions.

Sm,—The lecture by Mr. Pinder Davis to 
the Institute of Builders’ Licentiate Discus- 
sion Club on ‘‘ Automatic Heating for Public 
— and Business Premises,” which was 
reported in your issue of March 27, conveys 
the impression, as it was doubtless intended 
to do, that oil is the best, if not the only 
satisfactory, fuel for this purpose. Perha 
however, you will allow me to correct thi 
impression. —- 

in the first place, oil is not the only fuel 
which is uniform in quality and provides heat 
in a form that can be controlled with ease 
and accuracy. Solid fuel fired with automatic 
stokers complies fully and efficiently with all 
these conditions. 

All the advantages which the lecturer 
claimed for oil fuel under the eight headi 
of cleanliness, accurate temperature pon 
improved health, silence, safety, economy, 
convenience and flexibility can with equal 
justice be claimed for solid fuel fired with 
modern automatic appliances. It is perhaps 
significant that he stressed the comparison 
between oil and old-fashioned methods of 
stoking. Furthermore, solid fuel has the 
additional advantage that it does not smell 
and cannot leak. 

Secondly, Mr. Pinder Davis’s statement that 
‘“‘a large and rapidly increasing number of 
buildings, of all sizes and types, are heated 
with fuel oil”’ is open to serious challenge. 
We know from our own experience that in 
the course of the last three years a number 
of such buildings have been converted from 
oil-firmg back to coal; and we also know 
that firms which formerly specialised in the 
manufacture of oil-burning equipment are now 
busily producing automatic stokers for use 
with solid fuel. 

Thirdly, on the question of comparative 
running costs, I would quote the following 
figures from a recent article in a technical 
journal (not a coal-trade paper) regarding 
the fuel costs per annum of four typical 
buildings heated in various ways :— 


Automatic 
Coal with 
Stoker. Oil 
£ £ 
Small hotel 54 84 
Secondary school 70 134 
Municipal offices 147 288 
Hospital 618 1,200 


In the above calculations coal is taken at 
25s. a ton and oil at 80s. 

Lastly, there is the point that a boiler 
which is designed to use solid fuel can burn 
coal, anthracite, gas coke, or furnace coke, 
without alteration, though obviously they will 
not all be equally economical. The con- 
sumer’s choice is in no way restricted. But 
once an oil-burning eauipment is installed. 
consumers are restricted to a few sources of 
supply, the majority of which are foreign. 

Solid fuel ampliances are of robust construc- 
tion, simple in operation and easily repaired 
by local service. Oil apparatus requires atten- 
tion by skilled operators. 

As regards delivery, an increasing number 
of distributors are in a position to give 
economical and efficient delivery of solid fuel 
by tipping vehicles.. Washed fuels in par- 
ticular can be delivered without smell, dirt or 
shovelling in a shorter time than it takes to 
discharge an equivalent quantity of oil fuel.

THE ROYAL COLLEGE 
OF ART 


Ir is always pleasing to look at the work 
done by students taking the architecture course 
at the Royal College of Art. South Kensing- 
ton, under the guidance of Professor Knapp- 
Fisher, Miss Taylor and Mr. Harding. e 
problem set for this session is the designing 
of a township. with such buildings as would 
be required. The site, an island one, entitled 
“* Cotman’s Island,”’ suggested itself from a 
drawing of “‘The Needles”’ by John Sell 
Cotman (1782-1842), the great English water- 
colourist, who at one time, we are informed, 
was an Honorary A.R.I.B.A. The plan of 
the island is shown by a pleasingly decorative 
drawing with fine lettering, and sites are 
allocated to the numerous buildings demanded 
by a town. On the site “The Abbey 
Ruins” are presumed to have been dis- 
covered, and the conjectured restoration of 
this building was asked for, and has been 
ably reconstructed by 46" R. Binns, — 
shown by a perspective drawing in penci 
(see page 722) of much quality and serenity. 
The church site has a central position allo- 
cated to it, with other buildings of import- 
ance near by. . BE. H. Lockett’s design 
for the church (see page 723) is in brick, and 
has many good features; its relative propor- 
tions are good, both externally and intern- 
ally. The design is dignified, and the tower 
sets well. The illustration is from a model. 

Among the many pleasing designs on view 
is Mr. H. Buckingham’s ‘“ Lighthouse,” 
apparently in stone, gathering in happily with 
buttress forms from its base upwards. The 
modern spirit prevails in the design for a 
yacht club by Mr. H. Barwick-Ratcliffe, 
which is appropriate and not assertive. ‘‘ The 
Village Hall ’’ is a simple, little, unobtrusive 
weather-boarded _ building. The  boat-

designs are for a school, a hotel, guest houses, 
fishermen’s cottages, farming, the doctor's 
house, a house for a retired professor 
(R.C.A.), a “ folly ” designed for an eccentric 
resident who, fearing floods, is able to escape 
to a safer position as the water rises.

The output of houses dur- 
ing 1935 by local authorities—18,651—was. 
the highest ever achieved, and the number 
of houses built with State aid since 1919 has 
now reached the total of 200,284. These 
accommodate probably a fifth of the total 
ota of Scotland. Altogether over 

,000 working-class houses, with and with- 
out State aid, have been built in Scotland 
since 1919. Progress in slum clearance dur- 
ing 1935 was specially gratifying; of the total 
output of houses by local authorities, over 
15,000 were built under slum clearance 
schemes; and the local authorities haye now 
completed, after only two years’ work, 7 
per cent. of their total e to clear 
the slums within five years. An excellent 
start has been made also in bringing mto 
action the pr es of local authorities. 
under the Housing Act of 1935, for the relief 
of overcrowding; and it can be said that the 
— ign to raise the standard of housing im 
Scotland to a reasonable level is progressing 
more determinedly and confidently than at 
any time since the national post-war housing 
movement began. : 

The rtment are endeavouring to secure 
that the new housing schemes will achieve a 
high standard in layout and design. Some- 


thing more than hygienic and comfortable 
= ation is ceerieed. Upwards of 
20,000 houses will probably be built every 


year, To make their full contribution to 
civic life and to avoid creating problems for 
the coming generation, the schemes must be 
laid out, planned and designed with an eye 
to outward appearance, amenity and qvic 
convenience. Housing sites must be choser 
so as to fit in with town and regional plans 
and they must be laid out and the houses 
designed by competent architects. The local 
authorities are responding in an encouraging 
way to the Department’s efforts to secure 
that the housing schemes are architecturally 
satisfying, and several noteworthy examples 
.of well laid out schemes are referred to ur 
the report. Scotland is. still slow, however, 
to rise to the need for well-ordered town and 
country planning schemes and a new drive 
is wanted. Special aitention will be given to 
this requirement during 1936. 


The Design of School Buildings. 

The Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England have made representations to the 
Board of Education regarding the type of 
school buildings to be erected under the 
new building programme. The Council sug- 

- gest that the responsibility of the Board of 
Education in relation to public architecture 
has been insufficiently recognised in the past, 
the practice of the Board having been to 
intervene only on purely technical details, 
and add that it is within the power of the 
Minister to exercise a salutary influence upon 
national architecture. In conclusion 
state :—‘' The great contribution of the State 
towards educational services—-£40,000,000 « 
year or more—makes it not unreasonable to 
suggest that one condition of the Government 
grant should be that all new buildings shall 
be designed by persons capable of erecting 
schools which not only conform to technical 
necessities, but which will reflect the best 
artistic enterprise of the day.”

Un all his buildings Mr. Holden had left 
the stamp of his genius, and even in his 
early designs—from which the young archi- 
tect of those days received the same inspira- 
tion as that obtained to-day from, for 
example, the works of Corbusier—there 
could be traced that love of simplicity and 
‘beauty of form, that striving for simple ex- 

jon and the elimination of all needless 
ornament, which was evident in his later 
work. In his work for the Underground Rail- 
— Mr, Holden had shown that architects 
a engineers could combine to produce 
beauty and efficiency in a sphere in which the 
pace Bons of architects in the past had 
been almost totally neglected. 


Mr. Holden was elected an Associate of 
the Institute thirty years ago, and owed a 
great deal of his success to the system of 
open competition’ He was now a vice- 
president. His modesty, his charm and his 
quiet sense of humour had endeared him to 
everyone with whom he came in contact ; and 
his colleagues on the Council, and, indeed, 
— member of the architectural profession, 
wi wish to tulate him on an honour 
which was richly rved. 


Mr. Holden, in acknowledging the award, 
said that if it were su that he had 
made a useful contribution to the architecture 
of to-day, in spite of his adventures in the 
realm of sculpture, he could only say that 
it was his pleasure to have given his life to 
# work which had always been a source of 
intense happiness to him, which had been a

not the complete exclusion of orna- 
ment, but there were times when the salt 
of ornament lost its savour and its use tended 
to diminish rather than to increase the effect 
of the whole, and to divert attention from 
the true purpose of architecture—service. 
The architect was primarily a purveyor of 
service, and Posen not rest content until 
he had extracted all the latent beauty which 
lay within the scope of his ae, and of 

he employed, whether 
he was concerned with a building for which 
tradition offered a complete precedent or 
with a factory in steel and concrete. 

Contact with one’s fellows was perhaps the 
most important element in the making of 
architecture. To enjoy the confidence of the 
client was happiness indeed, and in the cares 
and responsibilities which resulted from that 
confidence the architect was supported by a 
loyal and enthusiastic staff, from the con- 
tractor to the army of workers. The play 
and interplay of character and personality 
were as important as bricks and mortar in 
the making of architecture. He was proud 
of a foundation stone in the Underground 
building which was laid by the foreman- 
mason and symbolised a spirit of homage to 
all those men without whose skill the labours 
of the architect would be in vain. He felt 
that he was accepting the medal on behalf 
of all those who had contributed to his small 
achievements, and he was glad of the oppor- 
tunity of making a public declaration of his 
respect and regard for their work. 

{Tributes to Mr. Holden and his work were 
also paid by Lord Macmillan, Chairman of 
the Court of the University of London, Mr. 
Frank Pick, of the London Passenger Trans- 
oort Board, and Mr. Lionel Pearson, Mr. 
Holden’s partner. } 

Lord Macmillan said that to the acclama- 
tions which had greeted Mr. Holden he would 
like to add the voice of that prosaic but 
indispensable person known to the law as the 
building owner. It had indeed been a for- 
tunate hour for the University of London 
when their choice of an architect fell upon 
Mr. Holden, whose design had a reception 
unique in the history of London buildings, in 
that it evoked no newspaper controversy and 
satisfied the most discriminating critics. As 
a result, there was now arising an edifice 
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which would robably be the ash age con- 
tribution to ion's archi of this 
century. Mr. Holden had been much more 


than the designer of that great building; he 
had had to attend many committee meetings, 
answer many questions, and live to some 
extent with the academic mind, a process of 
some little nicety. He was an idealist, but an 
idealist whose feet were very firmly planted 
on the ground. 

Mr. Frank Pick paid a tribute to Mi. 
Holden's work for the Under Railways, 
and later for the London Passenger Trans. 
port Board. Through Mr. Holden's guidance 
and help, he said, they had obtained a series 
of stations which, though having common 
elements prescribed by traffic managers, 
engineers and others, yet varied from place 
to place and were in harmony with their 
surroundings, givingthem a certain grace 
and dignity which they might otherwise cave 
lacked. At the same time, he had avoided 
the temptation of architectural advertise- 
ment; the buildings had a distinction and 
emphasis of their own, and had a value of 
their own as punctuating the suburbs of 
London, yet there was no attempt to arrive 
at that self-sought result which was the basis 
of advertisement. 


It was, perhaps, a greater distinction to 
an- architect to receive a tribute from his 
clients than a tribute from his fellow- 
craftsmen, and on behalf of London Trans- 
port that tribute could be ungrudgingly paid ; 
they would have been quite incompetent to 
deal with the problem without the assistance 
they had always received from Mr. Holden. 
It was regrettable that many of Mr. Holden’s 
schemes had not been realised, since the Board 
could not afford them; but by good fortune 
the Government were now providing 
£32,000,000 for the development of their 
services, and they were glad to think that 
they could rely on Mr. Holden to enable them 
to spend that money wisely and well. 


Mr. Lionel Pearson expressed his indebted- 
ness for the help he had always received from 
Mr. Holden, who was, he said, that rare 
person, a constructive critic. Although a 
beautiful draughtsman, he was never a paper 
architect, but always designed in the solid. 
He had a tremendous love of material, of 
craftsmanship and of construction, and had 
been able to combine functionalism with a 
sense of beauty; and the younger generation. 
of whom all older architects were a little 
afraid, still considered him a “‘ live wire.”’

PLANS FOR THE FUTURE. 

Ir may be seen from what has gone before 
that a new alignment of policy on the part of 
the profession is urgently required. While 
cabe £08 seas Ss ghaveing tay Ais tanares oe 
take a in in, we 
cntioh thehas dleie as A W die our baliens 
to do so, and that if society will only recognise 
the fact, many of its pro fade into thin 
air. Quite frankly, we offered our services be- 
cause ee ee 
work, but a means of illustrating 
architectural thought could improve every- 
day things. The experiment has failed, 
partly because it ignored the first principle 
that the labourer is worthy of his hire, and 
partly because it would in defiance of 
human nature to expect the = to offer 
payment for things it was dy offered 
free of charge. The movement has, in fact, 
depreciated the apparent value of architec- 
ture as applied to small units. 

A great deal more than this is bound up in 
the matters of town planning. If we looked 
back for a lead, we should find that the 
typical country town of d res 
neither zoning, density, building lines, nor 
anti-ribbon development, and that none 
of these things appears to matter where de- 
sign is in decent — taste. As a pro- 
fession we have allied ourselves to legisla- 
tion which has ordered these matiers, not 
because they are essential social improve- 
ments, but because the average work of 
to-day is so — The remedy is in 
our skill, and the power to bring our 
skill into effect in the hands of the authori- 
ties. These will not act unless we bring 
continual pressure to bear. 


The legislation which is at present 
operating is very often a distinct check upon 
the building activity upon which architects 
depend for their living. Many property 
owners, willing and even anxious to rebuild, 
hesitate to do so because of the uncompen- 
sated sacrifices they are required to many 
in law so soon as they demolish existing 
conditions. These inter! erences with free- 
hold rights are inevitable in the social state, 
but they should be reduced to a minimum. 
It is to the advantage of the profession that 
architects should range ves sym- 
pathetically with the reasonable property 
owner, and support only with the utmost 
caution the law-makers so remote from the 
individual interest. 

These are merely a few leading lines to 
show — the P senongg nal leaders might 
with advan Vv po re 
remains pry nts lia which seems to 
fall under several distinct. heads. The first 
follows naturally upon the foregoing. _ If 
we are to make it a plank upon our plat- 
form that the only way we can assist in 
protecting the —- < the countryside 
‘s by our being permi to carry on our 
ni ie — cfg ‘ogg make it as 
e as possi or the pu engage us. 
The speculative house is as much a of 
the social scheme as the ready-made suit, 
and there is nothing inherently bad about 
it. We must not, therefore, approach it in 
any hard-and-fast professional spirit. The 
builder is now getting his designs cheap, and 
they are very bad designs in most cases. We 
propose to offer better , and they 
must be worth more. But if we attempted 
{o iump matters direct from a nominal 
guinea or two to the scale fees of an archi- 
tect, we should ‘be asking too much of 
public. Yet the scale fees can be more t 
earnéd by industrious service. 

The problem is, therefore, to

Arising out of the group comes 
su ion that the cae’ fobs of the 
R.1.B.A. should be recast. The group sug- 
gests a small, effective unit, operating in 
close touch with each of country. 
If these groups were federated under dis- 
trict societies, and the district societies under 
a simplified headquarters Institute, implying 
the formation of a London District Society, 
there would be all the material for easy 
intercourse, and the maintenance of personal 
interest by each individual member. 

Another question is that of the practising 
and salaried architects. The question em- 
barrasses the Institute, with its composite 
membership, but a distinct policy must be 
formulated. What is to the best advantage 
of the profession as a whole? Obviously the 
more architects distribute the administration 
of a given amount of building work among 
members, within reasonable limits, the more 
of them will be assured of a comfortable 
living. Now, the aim of both public archi- 
tectural departments and similar establish- 
ments with the big businesses is economy. 
There are very few of such departments 
where the chief receives as much as £1,000 
a year. There are very few where a chief 
administers as little as £30,000 a year for 
that salary. The conclusion is that the pro- 
fession is making this economy ible at 
its own expense. The corollary is that the 
policy of the profession should be actively 
against an extension of the system of salaried 
architecture. We cannot with fairness to 
those who are already in it say “‘ Abolish it."’ 
We can, however, say, “Let it die ont 
naturally.” We surely should have the 
courage to say this. 

The question of education is also impor- 
tant. The schools naturally tend to create a 
surplus. There is no natural adjustment 
between them and the labour market, since 
they are under no obligation to find jobs for 
their leaving students. If we made it a rule 
that the education of a student required 
half-time in an office and half-time at a 
school, this natural liaison would be restored, 
and the thoroughness of training would 
stand to gain in the process. is room 
for a clear-cut policy in this direction. 

Finally, there is that tender subject of 
fees. Many still think it was unwise to raise 
the basic scale to 6 per cent. There is the 
world of difference in reaction to a nt- 
pm te Sate yor herbage = ae sige oboe 
calculated, being a shilling in pound, 
and so easily understood by the public. It 
is, further, the sort of interest charge which 

instinctively exclude from capital 
i jon. Six per cent., on the other 
hand, is beginning to be a substantial sum, 
less easily calculated and, therefore, more 
liable to be met with suspicion. It is 
seriously meant to leave this general survey 
of the position with a . that the 
profession would stand to gain rather than 
lose by reverting to the old-time simple scale 
of charges.

Sir Raymond Unwin said that whatever 
might be said in favour of traffic, he was not 
prepared to see London lined = great 
obstructions. He believed London’s attrac- 
tions depended on the general low level of its 
~~ and a sense of openness. It must 
not be forgotten that every person put into a 
room—whether an office or a living room— 
required some ground to stand and walk about 
on in the neignbourhood of that room. Leav- 
ing adequate space as we developed would 
make practically no difference to the size of 
London; at the present time we could add 
110 square miles of open space to London 
without increasing the radius of the town 
by more than a mile and an eighth. If we 
built half a million houses and added them 
to London the difference between erecting 
them at 12 to the acre or 40 would not make 
a difference to the radius of the town of more 
than .6 of a mile. : 

Sir Raymond Unwin said he was in favour 
of every attempt, where a railway was under- 

ound, to put any new road over it. But 
if this new road was made the whole area 
should be replanned, and the road should be 
so ed as to have a maximum traffic 
efficiency. The planning should be done with 
the greatest care because the interesting bits 
of Hammersmith were small but important. 
He attached great importance to the preser- 
vation of the Mall and the river front, but 
most of the area between the river and Kin 
Street was ripe for redevelopment. Some o 
it was slum. But if this road was cut 
through as planned it was impossible to know 
what sort of improvements would be made; 
and if the planning of roads was separated 
from planning of adjacent land both plans 
would probably fail. As at present planned, 
the road would be but little for traffic 
because it would be develo with frontage 
use, and its traffic value would be interfered 
with by stopping and standing vehicles and 
by crossings. There were eight crossings 
within half a mile, but there was no need for 
more than one and that should be a proper 
turnabout. The road should be so planned 
that the main track which carried through 
traffic was a ‘‘ fairway,”’ any access to which 
from buildings was excluded. Whatever was 
done about the new road would not get rid 
of the need to widen King Street eventually, 
and to get rid of the chaos at the Broadway. 
Until a plan was produced for the replanning 
of the whole of the Hammersmith area be- 
tween the railway and the river, and until 
that plan was harmonised with the road so as 
to secure adequate traffic facilities, the whole 
scheme should be held up for proper planning 
consideration. 

Mr. W. R. Davidge said that obviously the 
proper thing to do was to put a road on top 
of a railway wherever this could be done. 
No scheme could be adequate which did not 
deal with Hammersmith Broadway, but the 
official proposal made things worse. 

Mr. Stanley Hamp said that the elevated 
road suggested would not be esthetically 
pleasing.. What was wanted was a road that 
would be a fine entrance and exit for London. 
Tt was difficult to make good new roads with- 
out infringing on open spaces, but a road 
itself was in a sense an open space. This 
road had been talked of for thirty years, and 
we must not by destructive criticism cause 
another thirty years to pass before anything 
was done.

On the eastern 
portion of the site, i.e., that facing St. Giles, 
it is proposed ultimately to provide accom- 
modation for the resident tutor, bursar, col- 
lege porter, etc.; also the senior common 
room and the chapel, at first floor level, over 
the entrance and approached by an external 
staircase. 

The central area of the site will be uccu 
pied with sets of college rooms and the 
junior common room, flanking a quadrangle, 
in which -it is ee to preserve some of the 
existing. trees. e block at the extreme 
west of the site will contain the hall {with 
a separate entrance and exit from Pusey- 
street), together with the necessary kitchen 
arrangements and tuterial rooms, Above the 
hall will be the main library, the libracian’s 
room and catalogue rooms, and, at the tar 
end, the valuable Angus Library. It is ,ro- 
posed that the whole building be erected in 
stone.

Kennington Red Triangle Club. 

The’ extension of the Kennington Red 
Triangle Club, providing a gymnasium and 
hostel, has been largely inspired by the 
Ministry of Labour’s scheme for the trans- 
ference of youths from the distressed areas 
to such localities as provide opportunities for 
employment. The scheme calls for the 
arrangement of suitable accommodation, where 
boys can be housed and fed and given every 
chance of healthy recreation, the object of the 
National Council of the Y.M.C.A. being to 
provide such quarters in the various centres. 
Those in and around London are being deve- 
loped ‘in conjunction with the Metropolitan 
Council of the Y.M.C.A. scheme for boys of 
the metropolis. 

In ‘the case of Kennington, the hostel is 
being planned for operation in conjunction 
with the boys’ club, which has been in exis- 
tence since 1933. The main gymnasium and 
dormitory block forms an additional wing to 
the present club, while dining and recreation 
rooms and kitchen, etc., are built over the 
existing single-story portion of the club. In- 
ternal planning, however, is so arranged that 
the hostel and club can be separated and the 
gymnasium used in connection with either, 
or let out fo the public without interferi 
with the running of either club or hoste 
The structure is brick, with reinforced con- 
crete floors, and flat roofs for playgrounds, 
External facings are rustic Flettons, and in- 
ternal facings to all rooms are in grey sand- 
lime bricks. 

The architects are Messrs. T. H. Smith and 
Partners. 


Evelyns School, Yiewsley. 

This school is built on a site of about nine 
acres, approached from Appletree-avenue, 
Yiewsley, and is designed to accommodate 440 
senior boys and 440 senior girls in separate 
departments. It is a two-story structure 
with a central tower (which contains the 
main entrance hall and staircase, headmaster’s 
and headmistress’s rooms, and water storage 
tanks), facing the approach road from 
Appletree-avenue. The accommodation pro- 
vided may be studied from the plans. : 

The building is finished externally with 
multi-coloured facing bricks, with tile string- 
courses. The construction is fire-resisting, 
the walls being of brick, and floors, flat 
roofs and staircases of reinforced concrete. 
All windows are steel casements. The internal 
walls of classrooms, etc., are finished in fair- 
face brickwork, the  staffrooms being 
plastered. 

The floors generally are laid with *‘ Dura- 
block *’ patent block flooring, with the excep- 
tion of corridors, stairs and cloak-rooms, 
ete., which are in granolithic, and the

Fring Hall, Norfolk. 

Fring Hall, situated in pleasant park- 
land, in a sporting district, is about six miles 
from Sandringham House. It is the pro- 
perty of Mr. F. E. Dusgate, and leased to 
the Hon. Somerset Maxwell, M.P. for West 
Norfolk. The Hall was the scene of a disas- 
trous fire in July, 1934, which left only a 
small portion of the shell standing. It was 
decided to clear the site down to the ground 
level and to utilise as far as reasonably pos- 
sible the extensive old cellars, together with 
the old foundations (as far as these latter 
apply—hence the outline of the building. 

Internally the house has been designed on 
labour-saving —— as indicated by the 

lans. For the rebuilding of the walls a 

and-made variegated red facing brick was 
used, in conjunction with black-glazed roofing 
tiles. The stonework indicated on the photo- 
graphs is carried out in _ reconstructed 
Clipsham stone. 

The floors to the main rooms are in narrow 
strip secret nailed oak, whilst the ground- 
floor joinery, together with the staircase, is 
in wainscot oak. The walls are finished in a 
hard plaster, decorated with Berger’s 
“ Matone ” (flat paint) in various shades. 

The building contractor was Mr. F. W. 
Shanks, of Hunstanton, who, state the archi- 
tects, has carried out the work in a first-class 
manner, The sub-contractors were as follows :

Proposed New Sea-drome at Southampton. 

This proposed sea-drome, illustrated on our 
frontispiece, is a development of the ter- 
minal building (designed by the same archi- 
tects) at | t nearing completion at 
Gatwick. e building, constructed of re- 
inforced concrete, is circular on plan, with 
the trains and motor transport running into 
the centre. - Intending ers are. thus 
brought to the place embarkation, and 
are transferred to the flying boats by means 
of five cantilevered corridors, each of which 
has covered gangways lowered on an 
extending gantry to the required level. 
Thus the variation of the sea-level does not 
affect embarkation. 

The building comprises operating com- 
panies’ offices, Customs facilities, restaurant, 
freight rooms, post office and general offices, 
together with waiting-rooms for passengers. 
The central tower rises to a height of 
110 ft. above sea-level, and ie used for 
observation; at the top is situated the con- 
trol room. ‘The various floors in this tower 
are connected with a lift, which runs the 
height of the whole building. At sea-level 
there is a quay, which is intended for the 
landing of heavy freight.

SOUTH WALES INSTITUTE OF 
ARCHITECTS. 
Annual Meeting. 

At the annual meeting of the South Wales 
Institute of Architects, held in Cardiff on 
Friday, March 27, the following officers were 
elected : President, Mr. W. 8. Purchon, M.A., 
F.R.LB.A. ; M8 bey: Lieut.-Col. E. H. 
Fawckner, T.D., F.R.1.B.A., and Mr. 0. 8. 
Portsmouth, A.R.I.B.A.; Hon. Treasurer, 
Mr. H. Teather, F.R.I.B.A.; Hon. Auditor, 
Mr. Edwin Smith; A.R.I.B.A.; “Hon. 
Librarian, Mr. Lewis John, M.A., B.Arch., 
A.R.I.B.A.; Hon. Secretary, Mr. Ivor P. 
Jones, A.R.I.B.A. 

The President (Mr. W. S. Purchon), in th 
course of an address. said at the annual 
meeting last year the retiring President 
referred to definite signs of improvement in 
the building industry. This improvement had 
further developed, though not perhaps in so 
marked a manner in the South Wales district 
as in some others. They heard with pleasure 
of the competitions for the Newport Civic 
Buildiags and for the Glamorgan County 
Council Hospital. Some had advocated a 
competition for the Cardiff Station Approach. 
but were glad to hear that Mr. Thomas had 
been appointed as consultant architect for 
that work. 

The past year had been a memorable one 
in their annals, in that one of their members, 
Mr. Percy Thomas, had been elected Presi- 
dent of the R.I.B.A. The roll of Past-Presi- 
dents of the R.I.B.A. contained the names of 
men who were great architects, and. of others 
who shone as administrators, but the present 


President. combined those two qualities in a. 


remarkable manner. It was particularly 
pleasant to know that in any time which he 
might have to spare he was redesigning 
Euston Station, so that in a few years’ time 
we should at least have one worthy main-line 
terminal station. 

During the - year the 
appointed a special committee to deal with 
the question of the organisation of the 
R.1.B.A. This committee was reviewing the 
whole position and he believed it would 
submit recommendations early next year. 

At the dinner of the South Wales Branch 
of the Federation of Building Trades 
Employers he (the speaker) threw out the 
suggestion that they might with advantage 
form a committee representative of architects, 
builders and craftsmen, not to deal with con- 
troversial matters such as wages and the like. 
but with the object of arousing increased 
interest in the varions aspects of their work 
and of developing their understanding of each 
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other by means of lectures, discussions, 
visits to buildi and meetings for social 
intercourse. He followed-this up with a 
letter to the Secretary of the local branch of 
the Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
and trusted that something definite would 
result during his term of office. 

_ He noted with pleasure the steadily grow- 
ing influence of Cardiff Civic Society in 
its attempt.to ‘‘ Make Cardiff more beauti- 
ful.”” Similar societies might be started with 
advantage in other towns im their area. The 
work of that Society reminded him of the 
various efforts which were being made to 
improve the standard of design and lay-out 
in the vast numbers of small houses which 
were being erected—either by suggestions ta 
builders how such structures should be 
designed, by endeavouring to correct bad 
designs submitted to local authorities, or by 
offering the services of architects at very low 
rates. Yet with all those efforts the bad 
work continued, and it looked as if more 
drastic remedies must be adopted if our towns 
were to. be developed worthily and our 
countryside preserved while some of it still 
remained. 

Among the successes of their younger 
members might be mentioned the winning 
of the Soane Medallion by D. W. Roberts; 
of both Dawnay Scholarships by L. W. D. 
Wall and N. P. Thomas, the latter also win- 
ning a certificate of hon. mention in the 
competition for the R.I.B.A. Schools Bronze 
Medal. Tt was, he thought, particularly 
pleasing to them to see that when Mr. Percy: 
Thomas presented the various awards on the 
R.L.B.A. Annual Prize Night a fair propor- 
tion of them were handed to students from 
his own district. It was also pleasant to be 
able to record that definite steps towards the. 
recognition of the Welsh School of Architec- 
ture, the Technical College, Cardiff, for the 
purpose of the award of degrees were being 
taken by the University of Wales. 

The award of an R.I.B.A. medal for their 
area was now under consideration. Nomina- 
tions of buildings had been received, the 
R.I.B.A. had appointed Mr. H. C. Stratton 
Davis as a member of the jury, and it was 
anticipated that the jury would meet shortly 
with the object of making the award.

with the exception, of course, of the Society- 


for the Protection of Ancient. Buildings, a 
body which seemed to take its pleasures 
sadly. 

Mr. Percy Thomas, President of the 
R.1.B.A., responding to the toast, having 
thanked the Marquis of Bute, expressed 
the view that there never was a time 
when the Institute had played a greater 
part in our national life.

‘* My love for my native city,’’ proceeded 
the speaker, “* does not blind me to the fact 
that a number of the buildings in our principal 
streets and the majority of the new houses 
in our suburbs are simply deplorable, and 
the contrast between the two standards is 
often. remarked upon by visitors. What is 
needed in Cardiff at the present time is a 
control of elevations. Powers can be ob- 
tained, and I hope that the city authorities 
will take strong action before it is’ too late." 
The South Wales Institute of Architects’ 
would be only too — to place theit ser- 
vices at the disposal of the city in this 
direction, and to appoint representatives on 
any panel or advisory committee which the 
Lord Mayor might set up.

LEAD AND CRAFTSMANSHIP. 


Tus was the title of a y r read recently 
by Mr. Walter Scott, F.R.San.L., F.B.S.A., 
at the annual meeting of the London Council 
for the National Registration of Plumbers. 
After giving a brief survey of the metal, the 
lecturer turned to the subject of craftsman- 
ship. When they heard of the lamentably 
small number of candidates who obtained 
first class passes in the final examination of 
the City and Guilds of London Institute, 
which was a qualification for registration, 
and thé small number of apprentices inden- 
tured under the official scheme, they wondered 
what was coming to the trade and longed 
for the day when it would be necessary for 
everyone to pass a qualifying examination and 
obtain a degree or licence before being per- 
mitted to undertake works of water supply 
and sanitation. ‘‘ mere | must be done,” 
he declared, “ to prevent the large army of 
young men attending technical instruction 
classes, at the expense of the public, gaining 
a mere smattering of our trade and consider- 
ing that they know enough to fit up a small 
house with Piping in some sort of way and 
then reckon they have finished their educa- 
tion. There is one thing lacking in our 
educational system that accounts for many 
things. The experiences of older craftsmen 
are not handed down to younger men as they 
were in my early days. It cannot be denied 
that the process of tracing faults, probing 
into the cause of them and effecting a remedy 
and improvement, is the greatest incentive 
always to follow improved methods in future. 
In other words, the really first-class crafts- 
men do not take a sufficient part in our 
educational system. Modern conditions 
probably do not lend themselves well to the 
idea. This is just a point to think about. 

“IT would be the last person to deny that 
there is a very large number of exceedingly 
fine and highly skilled craftemen in the 
plumbing trade to-day who must have been 
energetic and determined to master the craft 
in their early days. One wonders if that 
energy and determination exists to the same 
extent to-day, or whether modern conditions 
turn thoughts another way when we con- 
stantly receive such complaints as that the 
equipment of the school workshop is in- 
adequate. or the examinations are too severe. 
We could wish the writers would do something 
for themselves in return for what is being 
done for them by the education authorities,

facturers. If there is one thing that should 
be encouraged in connection with plumbing, 
it is initiative and self-reliance. Unless these 
qualities are present, sooner or later; failure 
will be sure to result.”’

Bzerore Mr. Justice ATKINSON. 
CLAIM FOR DAMAGES AGAINST 
BUILDERS. 
QUESTION OF WARRANTY ON SALE OF 
HOUSE. 


Otto and Another v. Bolton and Norris. 

In this case the plaintiffs, Miss Matilda 
Otto and her mother, Mrs. Esther Otto (a 
widow), of No. 8, Tillingbourne-gardens, 
Finchley, claimed to recover damages from 
the defendants, Messrs. Bolton and Norris, 
builders, of Tillingbourne-gardens, Regent’s 
Park-road, Finchley—by the first plaintiff for 
alleged breach of contract, negligence and 
breach of warranty by the defendants, and by 
the second plaintiff for damazes for personal 
injury caused to her by the alleged negligence 
of the defendants. 

Miss Otto’s case was that in 1933 the de- 
fendants were engaged in developing a build- 
ing estate they owned at Tillingbourne- 
gardens by the erection and sale of dwelling- 
houses thereon. At an interview between 
Miss Otto and Mr. Norris, who represented 
the defendant firm, in September, 1933, the 
former told Mr. Norris that she required a 
house for the occupation of herself and her 
mother. Mr. Norris then proceeded to show 
her No. 8, beg y ately which was 
then in course of being erected by defendants. 
On October 3, 1933, the defendants entered 
into an agreement to sell the house to Miss 
Otto for £2,552. The agreement provided 
that the defendants should complete the house 
and the decorations to the reasonable approval 
of the purchaser before the completion of the 

urchase. Miss Otto alleged that Mr. Norris 
had previously, in September, 1933, repre- 
sented to her that the house was, and would 
be, well built and free from defects. Further, 
Miss Otto said, it was an implied term and 
warranty of the agreement that the house 
should be built and completed in an efficient 
and workmanlike manner, of proper materials, 
and should be fit for habitation. Miss Otto, 
her mother and sister went into occupation of 
the house in November, 1933, when it was 
found that the house was not free from 
defects, and in particular the ceilings of the 
first floor were so badly constructed and/or 
had been so damaged and so badly and inade- 
quately repaired that the same were defective 
and unsafe. In this respect Miss Otto, in her 
particulars, alleged that the laths were un- 
evenly spaced, and in places insufficient coarse 
stuff had | been forced up to form a good key; 
that there was an excessive thickness below 
the laths and insufficient hair in the coarse 
stuff; that the hair had not been evenly 
mixed; the key was uneven and badly 
broken; and that white plaster had been 
applied in places to the ceilings from above, 
apparently, in an attempt to repair the 
damaged or defective key, but that such re- 
pair was wholly ineffective. 

On May 11, 1934, a portion of the ceilin 
in the large back bedroom fell, and on Ma 
a further fall took place over the first-floor 
landing. Miss Otto said that in these cir- 
cumstances the whole of the first-floor ceilings 
would have to be reconstructed, and that she 
had been put to the expense of repairing the 
damage done by the falls to her furniture, and 
in all she claimed £127 9s. 9d. 

With regard to the claim by Mrs. Otto, 
that lady aa that on May 11, 1934, when 
she was in bed in the large back bedroom, 
the ceiling fell on her and she received serious 
cuts and bruises and suffered from severe 
shock. For medical and other expenses she 
claimed from the defendants £66 7s. 6d. 

The defendants, in regard to the claim by 
Miss Otto, denied that the house was in 
course of erection at the date of the inter- 
view between her and Mr. Norris, and alleged, 
save for the final decorations, that the house 
had then been already completed and was 
surveyed and passed for habitation by the 
surveyor to the Finchley Urban District 
Council on July 8, 1933. endants further 


said that the house was well built but denied 





that there was any warranty as alleged b 
Miss Otto; but in the peace Beni aa pa! 
that if there were it extended only to the 
work required to complete the house (being 
the final decorations), of which there was no 
complaint made in the action. The defendants 
further denied that they had been guilty of 
any breach of duty or negligence, and with 
regard to the claim of the second plaintiff, 
Mrs. Otto, to damages, they alleged that they 
were not recoverable in law, and that her 
statement of claim disclosed no cause of action. 
Mr. Tucker, K.C., and Mr. E. P. Done 
ne for the plaintiffs, and Mr. Clothier, 
-C., and Mr. G. 0. Slade for the defendants. 


_ Mr. Tucker having stated the facts relat- 
ing to the plaintiffs claim, said that Miss 
Otto’s case was that in the circumstances 
the defendants must be taken to have ex- 
pressly or impliedly warranted that the house 
was well and properly constructed. Defen- 
dants knew when they entered into the agree- 
ment for the sale by them of the house that 
Miss Otto had purchased it for the purpose of 
immediate occupation by herself, her mother 
and sister. There was a clear duty on the 
defendants to take care that the house was 
properly constructed so as not to be a danger 
to the persons residing in it. That duty the 
defendants had not carried out. On May 11, 
1934, when there was a fall of ceiling in the 
large back bedroom—the fall was over an 
area of 4 ft. 6 in. by 3 ft.—it caused Mrs. 
Otto considerable harm through her having 
sustained a severe shock, which accentuated 
the effects uf a “‘ stroke’’ from which she 
had previously suffered. There was after- 
wards a further fall of ceiling over the first- 
floor landing. 

Evidence was then given in support of the 

plaintiffs’ and the defendants’ cases. 
_ At the close of the evidence Mr. Tucker, 
in summing up the case for the plaintiffs, 
submitted that what Mr. Norris had stated 
to Miss Otto about the house amounted to 
an express warranty that the house was well 
built. Apart from that he argued that the 
facts disclosed by the evidence showed that 
there was an implied warranty by the defen- 
dants that the house when pad thea should 
be fit for habitation. 

His lordship said it would be difficult for 
him to hold that the house, as a whole, was 
not fit for anyone to live in, because that was 
not so. 

Mr. Tucker cited cases which had been 
decided for the purpose of showing that Miss 
Otto’s claim could be maintained as the evi- 
dence had established that the defendants 
had put on the market a house which they 
were told and knew was wanted for imme- 
diate occupation without using reasonable 
care to see that the house was in a safe 
condition. He further submitted that the 
defendants were in the circumstances respon- 
sible in law to Mrs. Otto for the personal 
injury she had sustained through the negli- 
gence of the defendants Upon the evidence 
there had been absence of reasonable care 
having been exercised by the defendants. 

With regard to the point which had arisen 
that as the house in question was in law 
‘realty ’’ there was no cause of action, Mr. 
Tucker said that that was very important at 
the present time when houses were appearing 
like mushrooms and which might, putting an 
extreme case, be a death-trap. Could it be 
said that because a certain house formed part 
of realty there was no cause of action 
against the vendor for negligence? He con- 
tended that it could not and that such an 
action would lie. 

Mr. Clothier, replying for the defendants, 
argued that the plaintiffs had by the evidence 
failed to establish that the house was not 
built and completed in an efficient and work- 
manlike manner and of proper materials, or 
that the defendants had been guilty of 
breach of contract or duty towards Miss 
Otto or of negligence to the second plaintiff, 
Mrs. Otto. He contended that it was in the 
circumstances impossible for his lordship to 
hold that the original construction of the

house was faulty in the face of the fact that 
2 See ee ere ee d by the sur- 
veyor to the Finchley U.D.C. in July, 1933. 
He submitted that the falls of the ceiling 
were much more likely to have been brought 
about by the walking about of the electri- 
cian’s workmen than through any fault of 
the defendants or their workmen. He 
further submitted that the defendants had 
not been guilty of any breach of warranty, 
either express or implied, with regard to the 
ceiling, and that in the circumstances the 
defendants could not be held liable for what 
had happened to either of the plaintiffs. 

Continuing, cou said a question arose 
as to whether the words alleged to have been 
used by Mr. Norris to Miss Otto, in the 
negotiations for the sale and purchase of the 
house, that it was a ‘“* well-built house,”’ 
amounted to a warranty,.or whether they 
were merely the words used in the ordinary 
way of conversation, and did not therefore 
amount to a warranty. Further, he sub- 
mitted that in the circumstances Miss Otto 
ought to be held as having taken the risk of 
purchasing the premises in their then present 
condition. This was not like the sale of a 
chattel where a purchaser had no opportunity 
of inspecting the property canetassdi but in 
the present case the purchaser was given 
every opportunity of inspecting the house she 
agreed to purchase. 

Having cited several cases which he con- 
tended supported his contention that the 
claim by both plaintiffs failed, the learned 
counsel submitted that in any event the 
damages claimed by each of the ladies were 
in the circumstances excessive, 

At the conclusion of the arguments his 
lordship reserved judgment.

DAMAGE TO PREMISES BY ALLEGED 
NEGLIGENCE OF ELECTRIC SUPPLY CO. 


Peter Alwyn, Ltd. v. St. James and Pall 
Mall Electric Light Co., Ltd. 


In this case the plaintiffs, Peter Alwyn, 
Ltd., costumiers, of 1, Broad-street, London, 
W., claimed damages against the St. James 
and Pall Mall Electric Light Co., Ltd., of 
Carnaby-street, Golden-square, W., for the 
loss and expenses incurred by plaintiffs 
owing to the alleged negligence of the defen- 
dants, their servants and agents, in making 
excavations and carrying out certain works 
outside plaintifis’ premises in Broad-street. 
Golden-square. 

The plaintiffs are the occupiers of premises 
which stand at the corner of Broad-street 
and Berwick-street, and in September and 
October, 1935, the: defendants, in the course 
of carrying out the work of changing over 
their electricity supply from direct to alter- 
nating current, made excavations in and 
under the pavement in Berwick-street and 
Broad-street abutting on the plaintiffs’ 
premises. The plaintiffs alleged that during 
the progress of the work the defendants had 
wrongfully caused an obstruction in Berwick- 
street and Broad-street whereby access to 
their premises by members of the public be- 
came impossible at certain times, with the 
result that they had lost customers and 
profits they aes, otherwise have made, and 
on this head of claim they estimated that 
their loss was about Pate The plaintiffs 
further complained that defendants, in carry- 
ing out the works, had failed to take any 
adequate precautions to avoid the accumula- 
tion of rainwater in the trench and excava- 
tions which they made, with the result that 
the water accumulated in the excavations 
and penetrated into the basement of plain- 
tiffs’ premises and so causing damage to the 
wall decorations, carpets, ete., and under this 
head they claimed £182. 

The defendants by their statement of de- 
fence denied liability, and pleaded that if 
any obstruction was caused (which was not 
admitted) the acts complained of were done 
under their statutory powers, viz., under or 
by virtue of the provisions of the Electric

BOOK REVIEWS 


Fire Precautions in Schools. A Memorandum 
+ SR by Lt.-Col. Guy Symonps, 
p. .O., and issued by the Home Office. 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, W.C.2.

Serious school fires accompanied by loss of 
life have been of infrequent occurrence in 
this country in recent years, but the risks 
are of so serious a nature that suggestions 
ee reduce them, when made y those 
whose knowledge and experience entitle them 
to be heard with respect, should receive very 
careful consideration from all school autho- 
rities. Lt.-Col. Guy Symonds, D.8.0., Fire 
Adviser to the Home Office, in this memo- 
randum puts forward his opinions and sug- 
gestions clearly and ny, He aims 
at the adoption of methods of planning and 
construction tending to avert panic, which he 
rightly regards as the most serious risk of 
all, for in nearly all cases where heavy loss 
of life has resulted from the outbreak of fire, 
panic has been the chief contributory factor. 
A good deal of the memorandum is devoted 
to suggestions as to methods of training 
pupils, ohana those of resident schools, 

w to behave in case of fire, and as to the 
organisation of fire patrols. Fire-fighting 
equipment, its merits and demerits, the 
positioning of the appliances, methods of fix- 
ing, and amount required in schools of vary- 
ing size, receive detailed consideration. These 
are matters having a bearing on planning and 
on service lay-outs, and are therefore of 
interest to architects. 

The author holds that the prevention of the 
rapid spread of smoke is second only in im- 
portance to providing safe and rapid means 
of egress. A comparatively small fire may 
cause large and dense volumes of smoke that 
will rapidly fill staircases and corridors, and 

e frightening and confusing. The 
remedy suggested is the provision at suitable 
points of ‘“‘smoke stop”’’ doors that can 
remain open during the day and be closed 
throughout the night. It is suggested that 
the duty of seeing that they are so closed 
should, with a number of others, be imposed 
on fire patrols recruited from the students. 

One of the objections to the external iron 
fire-escape stairway is that it is usually ugly; 
but from the point of view of safety it is of 
more importance to remember that it may be 
made og, some by fire belching from open- 
ings on lower floors, should it be necessary 
to pass these on the line of travel. All doors 
or window openings not providing a necessary 
means of access the fire-escape stair should 
be kept sufficiently distant to avoid this risk. 
Chutes, folding ladders, ropes or other tackle 
depending from the sills of upper windows 
may in similar manner be made useless should 
lower windows be crossed. This points to 
the superiority of the fire tower reached by 
bridges or galleries, and the thought occurs 
to us that certain other services might be 
incorporated in their design with advantage. 
Many useful suggestions are made in respect 
to minor details, and the work generally will 
repay careful study.

It forms one 
more of the many very useful contributions 
that the Royal Engineers have made to our 
general knowledge of the subject of building. 

The author's approach to his subject is 
along more or less conventional lines, though 
he is able to assume that those he specially 
writes for will have some knowledge of the 
subject, and is thus freed from some of the 
elementary repetition that the normal text- 
book usually contains. Very little that he 
has to say can be properly called new, for 
drainage is a subject that has been tho- 
roughly explored, but he presents his facts, 
opinions and teachings in a manner provoca- 
tive of thought. 

The buildings, the design and maintenance 
of which are amongst the responsibilities of 
the Royal Engineers are very numerous and 
of great variety. ues oma the drainage 
systems installed range from the very small 
and simple to those of large size, and some- 
times very complicated. It is generally de- 
sirable, but not always possible, to connect 
up to public sewers, and the disposal of 
sewage from buildings in military occupation 
may sometimes present difficult hoes 
The manual deals both with ordinary drain- 
age and with various systems of disposal. It 
is in relation to disposal by other means than 
through the public sewers that the work is 
of great interest. Criticism is here dis- 
armed, for behind every statement made lie 
actual records and accumulated experience. 
Architects responsible for the design of iso- 
lated buildings, both large and small, will 
find this work of great assistance to them in 
regard to sewage-disposal problems and much 
useful information as to the construction of 
ordinary drains. 

The one-pipe system of drainage is not 
mentioned, but the probabilities are that 
this is because the system has not yet had 
a sufficiently long trial by the Royal Engi- 
neers. There is a profusion of carefully 
drawn diagrams that add greatly to the 
value of the text. 


Modern Central Heating and Hot-water 
Supply. The London and Counties Coke 
Association, 9, Grosvenor-gardens, 8. W.1. 
This well-produced brochure describes the 

advantages of coke as a fuel, the heating and 
hot-water supply, with particular reference to 
the gravity feed type boiler. The advan- 
tages of this type of boiler include the fol- 
lowing :—It is automatic, without any 
moving parts or noise in working, and it is 
efficient and consequently economical in run- 
ning costs. The coke is fed into a hopper, 
which holds about 24-hours’ fuel supply. This 
hopper is so arranged that coke passes down 
from the hopper to the combustion space to 
replace that which has been burnt. Anyone 
who is not familiar with this type of boiler 
should see this brochure before installing 
new heating plant. 

Bricklaying for Beginners. By WitiaM 
Frost. London: The Universities Press. 
Price 2s. 6d. 

The author of this little work entered the 
building industry as an apprenticed brick- 
layer, worked at his craft, became a foreman 
bricklayer and later a general foreman, and 
ultimately reached the Mecca of many aspir- 
ing craftsmen, an appointment as clerk of 
works. As might be expected from one with 
this record, we are presented with a work 
of practical value. As indicated by its title, 
the book is unambitious in its scope. The be- 
ginner is given useful hints as to the hand- 
ling of his tools, but the greater part of its 
space is devoted to instruction on bonding, 
an ingenious method being employed for 
showing the relative position of the bricks in 
alternate courses. In our view, employers 
would do well to present this book to their 
bricklayer apprentices ; —_ would in most 
cases reap a profit in an earlier skilled output 
of work.

_ Charges for Roofing. 

Str,—T'he Builder has helped me in many 
problems in the past. Can you help me in 
the following? I am having a brick bungalow 
built near Guildford (rates: craft 1s. 3)d., 
labour 113d.) with a 4 hip 30 deg. roof, with 
two ve , all covered with g - 
tiles. The size of roof with 1 ft. oversail is 
38 ft. x 31 ft. with 4+. verandahs. I had 
this roof timbering pitched with 4 in. x 4 in. 
plates, by a firm of builders at the price of 
£35, to which I agreed. They now want to 
charge me £11 11s. for fitting ceiling collars, 
of which there wr le es x 2 —— — 
to charge separa’ or these? As the roo 
is a heavy one, at least 10 or 11 collars would 
have to be fitted to keep the roof from “‘ splay- 
ing out,” and I think the charge excessive for 
the extra 15. It is also proposed to fit plain 
fascia ‘boards and soffits, also at an extra 
charge (no — whatever) at £7 7s. What 
I particularly wish to know is this: Is the 
fitting of ceiling collars quite a rate thing 
to pinching the roof, or should this be inelu-

The older the oil is, the better will the job be.

Srr,—Oak floors should be polished as soon 
after laying as possible. Applying linseed oil 
to them is not to be recommended, for, if not 
well rubbed in, it makes the floor sticky, in 
which condition it collects dirt, and the oiled 
surface will have to be cleaned before a polish 
can be applied. Applications of linseed oil 
are only desirable when floors will be left 
unpolished some time, when it is necessary 
to secure the floor against atmospheric 
moisture. W. E. W.

Sr,—A remedy would be to regulate the 
draught ‘by means of an adjustable d r 
placed at the entrance to the chimney. e 
principal cause. of the trouble is the bulk of 
the air which produces the draught being 
drawn through the fire. Regulating the air 
supply so that less air is drawn through the 
fire bars from wmder the fire and more 
through the between the fire and the 
chimney should give an improvement. An 
excess of air through the fire would cause 
it to Journ fiercely, while at the same time 
if air is not drawn sufficiently between the 
fire and the chimney, smuts from the fire 
will enter the room.

heing satisfied that the factory or workshop 
is 80 provided, to give such a certificate as 
aforesaid. The certificate must specify in 
detail the means of escape so provided. 

(2) With ns ge to all factories and work- 
shops to which the foregoing provisions of 
this section do not apply and in which more 
than forty persons are employed, it shall be 
the duty of the district council of every dis- 
trict from time to time to ascertain whether 
all such factories and workshops within their 
distriet are provided with such means of 
escape as aforesaid and, in the case of any 
factory or workshop which is not so provided, 
to serve on the owner of the factory or 
workshop a notice in writing specifying the 
measures necessary for providing such means 
of as aforesaid and requiring him to

Here again, the local authority have to be 
satisfied as to the means of fire escape, and 
this is additional to the requirements of their 
building by-laws. 

If the local authority do not take action 
the Government Factory Inspector has power 
to do so. 

Whereas the above dealt with factories 
employing more than forty persons, we now 
come to factories eros not more than 
that number, and for this there is no. direct 
law as above. 

Section 15 of the same Act empowers the 
local authority to make by-laws for the pro- 
vision and maintenance of means of escape 
from fire in factories and workshops. If such 
by-laws exist in the district the designer of 
a factory of this type should obtain a copy. 
Model by-laws have been issued for this 
purpose.

The Model By-laws of the Ministry of 
Health issued during 1935 and entitled 
““Means of Escape from Fire in certain 
Factories and Workshops ’’ are — to 
factories employing not more forty 
persons, and supply important information on 
this subject. ey should be in the /iands 
of everyone responsible for the design of 
such buildings. 

A few brief extracts of special note are :— 

“1. Fire-resisting material’? means oak, 
teak or other hard timber, or timber speci- 
ally treated so as to render it non-inflam- 
mable, or any other material which ia not 
less fire-resisting. 

“2. These by-laws shall not apply to any 
factory or workshop in which more than 
forty persons are employed.” 

A-further abridged summary of some of 
the requirements are as follow :— 

1. Adequate stairs are to be permanent! 
fixed, adequately lighted, provided with 
handrails, directly connected with landings, 
corridors, ete., with access to every part of 
the factory and affording direct and unim- 
peded access to the ground floor and to the 


open. 

2. The stairs are to be of incombustible 
or fire-resisting material or covered on the 
underside by such material. 

3. For a factory employing more than 
ten persons or where adi inflammable 
materials or explosives are stored or used, 
external means of escape are to be provided. 

Every room, in certain cases, is to have 
an alternative means of safe exit in case of 
fire, and such alternative exits are to be 
ee marked. 

The Public Health Acts contain no pro- 
visions as to means of ingress and egress 
from large shops and bazaars, departmental 
stores, hotels and like buildings. One has 
only to visit such buildings and view th 
large quantity of inflammable dis- 
played on floors which are often crowded 
wit. eg mig in order to appreciate the 
possible loss of lifs in case of fire. 

Some local authorities have powers under 
private Acts to deal with such buildings, and 
no doubt these powers will eventually be 
come general throughout the country. 

Persons proposing to design such buildings 
would be advised to consult the ‘‘ Report on 
the Means of Escape from Fire "’ compiled 
by the Fire Prevention Panel of the Build- 
ing Industries National Council,* where 
valuable information is given as to the 
designing of buildings on safe lines. 


Note.—Since the preceding matter was 
written a new issue of B.8.8. No. 449 has 
appeared. In the new issue some changes are 
made in the loading of floors, and it is pro- 
posed to deal with the ch of B.S.8. No. 
449 and any other ‘akties phot this series 
of articles in the last number of the series. 

The new Public Health Bill, for instance, 
when it becomes law, may affect some of the 
matter.

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RIBBON DEVELOPMENT 
RESTRICTION 

A correspondent writes as follows :— 

When the Restriction of Ribbon Develop- 
ment Act was introduced doubted 
whether it would have any serious effect. 
The action taken during the three months 
by the Derbyshire County Council indicates 
how the Act has actually operated in one 
county. 

Ninety-one applications were made for con- 
sent to the erection of buildings and/or con- 
struction of means of access affecting land 
within 220 ft. from the centre of classified 
roads. Of these 72 had received consent (sub- 
ject to certain conditions), 15 had n 
refused, and four had been deferred by the 
Highways Committee. One refusal related to 
3 houses at. Cromford. The committee re- 
ported that only the frontage to the road 
could possibly be developed and the type and 
situation of the houses appeared undesirable.

site of a proposed by-pass at ewell. It is 
intended #4 submit te the Ministry of Trans- 
port a plan of the by-pass (standard width) for 
the purpose of sterilising the site. Bakewell 
U.D.C. were reported to be unwilling to 
reserve the land in their town planning pro- 
posals. A by- of the Derby and Leicester 
road at Shardlow was —— in principle, 
provided the Council would not be prejudici- 
ally affected by adoption of the scheme as an 
alternative to widening the existing road 
through the village.

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AN ENGINEERING CONTRACT 


LIABILITY OF GUARANTOR. 
_ In the recent case, Trade Indemnity Co., 


Ltd. ( ) v. The Worthi Har- 

bour ag song i (1936, 1, SILER. 454), 

the House of Lords considered some i - 

tant points in connection with an engineer- 
contract. 


ing 
A well-known firm of contractors had en- 
tered into a contract with the Worthington 
Harbour and Dock Board for the construc- 
tion of a new and enlarged dock, but it had 
been made a condition of the contract bein 
entrusted to the contractors that they shou 
furnish a guaranttee of £50,000 for the per- 
formance of the contract, and the contrac- 
tors had arranged with the Trade Indemnity 
Co., the defendants in the action, to enter 
into a contract with the Dock Board, the 
plaintifis in the action, for the required 
guarantee. This contract was dated Octo- 
ber 11, 1922, and on this part of the case 
it must be noted that the defendants were 
made fully aware of the terms of the con- 
tract they were guaranteeing, for the rele- 
vant documents were incorporated in the con- 
tract of guarantee. The contractors had ten- 
dered the lowest tender, £284,119, on plans 
and specifications made by an eminent firm 
of emgineers, Messrs. Rendel, Palmer and 
Tritton, and this was and the con- 
tract was dated October 23, 1922. The con- 
tractors failed to perform the contract, and 
the defendants, the Indemnity Company, 
were sued in this action by the Harbour 
Board on their bond of guarantee. The 
defences were twofold, but we will deal with 
them separately. The first point, apparently 
raised by counterclaim, was non-disclosure of 
material facts by the plaintiffs, which related 
mainly to considerable excavation of ground 
below the high tide level between the exist- 
ing dock and the sea, The instructions to 
persons tendering had made it perfectly plain 
that the Harbour Board threw the whole 
responsibility on the contractor for obtain- 
ing information as to the nature of the 
ground and any physical difficulties to be 
met. Inter alia, it provided that, notwith- 
standing information given on the drawings 
or the documents, the contractor must make 
local and independent inquiries as to the 
nature of the surface, strata, subsoil, or 
ground to be excavated, or buil upon, or 
into which piles had to be driven, and as to 
the beds of the sea, river, or harbour, dock 
or channel, to be deepened or dredged; in 
short, as was stated in the judgment of Lord 
Atkin, it was made clear that the Harbour 
Board were a non-disclosing body. Article 7 
of the tendering instructions also provided 
that if there should be any doubt as to the 
meaning of any of the contract documents 
the matter should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the Clerk to the Harbour Board, and 
no one else had any authority to make any 
explanation or representations to the per- 
sons tendering. It may also be mentioned 
that opportunity had twice been offered to 
the contractors by (the late) Sir F. Palmer. 
the head of the firm of engineers who had 
prepared the specifications. to withdraw their 
tender before they entered into the contract. 
On this first point of non-disclosure, the 
House of Lords found that the first question 
to be decided was whether the contract 
between the parties to the action was one of 
insurance or guarantee, Lord Atkin, in his 
judgment, made some comment on the ad- 
herence of business men to old-fashioned forms 
of contract which do not adequately ex 
the true transaction, The exact form of the 
indemnity contract is not before us, but its 
effect can be gathered from the judgment. 
The defendants said that they were an insur- 
ance company, and were | peor through

of excessive water causing abnormal expen- 
diture, or the failure of the contractors to 
estimate for such expenditure in 
fixing the price, or the gross inadequacy of 
the price, or the offer by the engineers to 
release the contractors, as in the circum- 
stances of this case the Board were under no 
obligation to disclose any of these facta. 

’ Before leaving this part of the case, it ma 
be noted that Lord Atkin, — ‘or him- 
self, expressed the opinion that it might. be 
doubted whether a guarantor looks er 
than the skill and experience of the contractor 
to guard a risks of unknown difficulties 
in the performance of such a contract, and 
the guarantors are in such @ case primarily 
concerned with the financial ability of th 
contractors to complete the contract, whether 
it results in a loss or not. 


The second point related to certain advances 
made by the Board to the contractors, 
unknown to the defendants, but we can only 
deal with this briefly. The contractors had 
found themselves in difficulties early in 1924, 
and unless some relief were given the work 
would have been stopped, on two occa- 
sions an arrangement was made by which, 
vut of the fund loaned to the Board under
